The annual Family Fiesta 
at Mater Dolorosa Retreat 
House, Sierra Madre, on Sun¬ 
day, June 28, will mark the 
40th anniversary of the es¬ 
tablishment of the Passion- 
ist Fathers on the site, ac¬ 
cording to Rev. Faustinas 
Moran, C.P., retreat director. 

The Passionist Fathers 
came to Sierra Madre at the 
invitation of the late Arch¬ 
bishop John J. Cantwell in 
1923 as missionaries and 
were assigned to St. Rita 
parish. 

After studying many lo¬ 
cations in Southern Califor¬ 
nia for a monastery site, 
they found none better suit¬ 
ed to their needs than the 
Wilson estate, at the foot of 
Mount Wilson. On it was an 
abandoned ranch house 
which would servo as their 
temporary residence. 

Deeds were transferred 
and po.ssession of property 
was taken on April ,30, 1924. 

Ttie first Mass was offered 
in a makeshift chapel on 
July 10 of that year. 

The first layman’s re¬ 
treat was given under an 
old rubber tree on July 23-24 
in 1926 and on April 28, 

1932, the new monastery 
and retreat house was ded¬ 
icated. 

Here, nestling in the foot¬ 
hills of Mount Wilson and 
commanding a panoramic 
view of San Gabriel Valley,

It has been reliably re¬ 
ported that “chaos has over¬ 
taken the security section of 
the State Department.” Se¬ 
curity chief Otto Otepka 
has been relegated to the 
task of writing a history of 
Congressional attitudes to¬ 
ward the State Department’s 
security program. Seven of 
Otepka’s experts on security 
matters have been either 
transferred out of the Se¬ 
curity Section or demoted. 

Otepka’s files and records 
were impounded last June 
27. His safe was cracked 
last April and evidence em¬ 
barrassing to certain State 
Department officials was. 
taken. All this because Ote¬ 
pka refused to hide the facts 
when he was questioned 
under oath by the Senate 
Subcommittee on Internal 
Security. Otto Otepka 
placed loyalty to the United 
States above loyalty to an 
appointive department of 
the government that was 
attempting to muzzle its 
officials and keep them 
from divulging State De¬ 
partment security laxity to 
an elected investigating 
committee of the United 
States Congress. 

The list of over 800 State 
Department security risks 
left by the late Scotty Mc¬ 
Leod, onetime Administra¬ 
tor of the Bureau of Secur¬ 
ity and Consular Affairs in 
the State Department, was 
undoubtedly evaluated by 
Otto Otepka, who at that 
time was a staff member in 
Me Leod’s department. This 
fact compounds the fear of 
exposure of certain mem¬ 
bers of State if Otepka is 
allowed to tell the truth.

Votes For a Red 


In vi€>w of the cluck-clucking that is going on about 
California’s “swing to right extremism,” foliowing the 
Goldwater primary victory, it is ironic, and more than a 
little disturbing, to note that an official, avowed leader 
of the Southern California Communist party was able to 
draw more than 33,500 vote in a Los Angeles county super¬ 
visorial contest.

California Can’t Cash In 


Time continues to bring Increasing evidence of the 
equity and basic soundness of the arbitration award which 
climaxed the efforts of three Presidents — Eisenhower, Ken¬ 
nedy and Johnson — to bring order out of the chaotic 
railroad employment and work rules situation. 

Most recent proof that the nation has made great 
strides toward a sound transportation policy was the 
ratification by the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen of a rail work rule agreement granting 
management certain new rights to decide on crew sizes 
and assignments in track maintenance and yard work. In 
return, union members were given a number of important 
financial benefits. 

The Brotherhood was the final union to ratify provi¬ 
sions of the agreement reached last April under the effec¬ 
tive leadership of President Johnson, an agreement which 
ended the threat of a national railroad strike. 

Unfortunately, the full benefits of the new look in 
rail-union relations can’t be put into effect in California 
because of restrictions written into the state’s laws. Until 
the people vote in November on the anti-featherbedding 
initiative measure to bring California’s statutes into align¬ 
ment with most of the the rest of the nation, labor, man¬ 
agement, and the public at large can’t cash in on the many 
mutual benefits made possible by that new look.

The following is an open 
letter sent to Mayor Severln 
L. Sorensen: 

Dear Mayor Sorensen: 

We have been concerned 
with the improvement of 
Sierra Madre Canyon for 
three years ,and have pur¬ 
chased and renovated prop¬ 
erties there with unflagging 
zeal. 

This firm has studied the 
text of the reports of the 
Planning Commission e r s, 
and reviewed their recom¬ 
mendations. 

The basic error, of course, 
was the initial subdivision 
into tiny lots, Instead of 
ample-sized plots; wider 
street should also have been 
laid out. The community is 
now faced with the need for 
revising its ordinances to 
encourage and require im¬ 
provements and lot utiliza¬ 
tion to be up-graded to pre¬ 


sent-day standards, and to 
maintain R-1 Zoning, with¬ 
out unduly burdening the 
property owners and tenants 
residing in the Canyon. 

Because of the importance 
of Canyon planning to this 
Company and to the City, 
we have examined the pro¬ 
posals, and offer our cooper¬ 
ation and suggestions to 
you regarding specific items 
of civic planning. 

Foremost the natural rus¬ 
tic setting should remain 
undisturbed, and the ’Tract 
usage limited to single¬ 
family houses on individual 
lots, preserving what could 
be a most attractive part of 
our City. 

Brookside Lane could well 
be paved, widended, and 
provided with turn-around 
space. 

Minimum Lot Size for 
building was established 
when the subdivision was 
approved; hence to flatly 
restrict building now might 
work a hardship on lot 
owners; each case of build- 
i n g permit application 
should be judged upon its 
merits. 

Consolidation of Lots 
should be encouraged, the 
City offering some advan¬ 
tage to the lot owner so do¬ 
ing voluntarily; the present- 
day holders should not suf¬ 
fer compulsion where the 
initial error was partly on 
the oart of the city. 

Condemnation of unsafe 
structures should follow 
only after the property hold¬ 
er has been given sufflcent 
notice and time to repair or 
bring up to code. Where an 
extensive outlay is indicat¬ 
ed, special arrangements 
should be made, each situ¬ 
ation being considered in-

divldually. An advisory 
committee including proper¬ 
ty owners is desirable. 

The 'Two-Story Height 
Limit should be kept in 
force; the view of other resi¬ 
dents should be considered, 
and the character of this 
town retained. 

Accessibility, Private 
Street, and Frontage limita¬ 
tions should be individually 
considered as building per¬ 
mits are applied for on each 
lot having difficult access, 
or on a private street, or 
small frontage. Any blanket 
rules on these subject would 
work inequities on certain 
lots, which might be well 
utilized if a more flexible 
policy were followed. 

After many decades, the 
Canyon has never burned 
down. ’The only High Hazard 
restriction which would 
benefit the area would be a 
requirement for fire-resis¬ 
tant materials in new roofs 

Future Subdivisions in the 
hills nearby the Canyon 
should, of course, comply 
with present-day standards 
of residential construction 
and lot size. 

City-Owned Property in 
the Canyon should be im¬ 
proved by the Citly where 
indicated. The City can pur¬ 
chase and leave fallow 
scrawny lots having small 
value which are poor build¬ 
ing sites. 

Widening of Streets where 
necessary is a desirable ob¬ 
jective; careful considera¬ 
tion is due the adjoining 
properties. 

Rolled Curbs for delinea¬ 
tion and water control are 
also desirable; the cost 
would have to be carefully 
analyzed. An assessment 
district is not favored. 

Seabacks should be like¬ 
wise individually c o n - 
sidered, with ten feet the 
usual standard minimum. 

“Paper Street’’ should be 
vacated by the City where 
legally possible. 

Adequate Guard Rails on 
the edge of sheer drops are 
a City responsibility due ex¬ 
amination, and construction. 

Property Owners may well 
be encouraged to bring all 
or part of their tsructures 
up to code; however, com¬ 
pulsion should be limited to 
critical Instances or hazard¬ 
ous conditions, and hard¬ 
ship upon individual house¬ 
holders avoided, for the 
buildings were constructed 
within City requirements at 
the time built. 

Gutters are desirable, 
along with the rolled curbs. 

Off-Street Parking in a 
garage or carport is a need¬ 
ed requirement for new con¬ 
struction. 

Age of Structures is a 
special consideration in the 
Canyon; owners have the 
option of properly maintain¬ 
ing buildings or of replacing 
them with new buildings of 
present standards. 

City Inspectors should 
consider the reasonable ap- 
aplication of code standards 
to individual structures, 
avoiding hardship on own¬ 
ers where possible, and 
modifying requirements to 
suit the parcel and achieve 
safety. Rigid requirements 
should not be imposed all 
at once. 

The Flood Control Chan¬ 
nel, If paved over as a 
street, would bisect several 
properties, produce a street 
that leads nowhere, cause 
heavy expense, increase the 
speed of traffic, create un¬ 
safes intersections, raise the 
noise level in the Canyon, 


cause legal and right-of- 
way problems (in some sec¬ 
tions the right-of-way is a 
limited easement across pri¬ 
vate property), and would 
not ease the need for an¬ 
other road out of the Can¬ 
yon. ’The logical place for 
another road out of the Can¬ 
yon is from Sturdevant 
Drive easterly through the 
new subdivision. 

The Foothill Association 
is correct in urging that the 
Canyon remain unspoiled 
with its trees and rugged 
terrain, some as it is. 

This Company is con¬ 


vinced of the desirable in¬ 
tentions and reasonableness 
of the City Council regard¬ 
ing the Canyon. 

Our properties will be 
maintained in as good a 
condition as we are able to 
achieve. 

In summation, we recom¬ 
mend careful analysis of 
new structures, and indivi¬ 
dual consideration of old 
ones, rather than blanket 
revised laws.
